be, 
rad that, refo rm atio n all alo ng the 
ine is sadly needed. 
This need is 
elt in many lands. 
At the recent In- 
ernatio nal Priso n Co ngress held at 
Washingto n, D. C., 
delegates 
fro m 
hirty -fiv e different co u ntries 
were 
present, each co u ntry sending tho se 
v est titled by training and ex perience 
o decide u po n the im po rtant qu es- 
.io u s co ming befo re 
the 
Co ngress. 
L’his was the eighth tim e this Inter- 
latio nal Priso n Co ngress 
has met. 
Dr. E. C. Wines, an American, siart- 
>d the m o v ement. 
The first meei- 
ng was held iu Lo ndo n in 137 2. Since 
hen Co ngresses hav e m et at Sto ck- 
io lm in 137 3; at Ro me in 18 34; at St. 
Petersbu rg in 18 9 0; at Paris in 18 9 5; 
it Bru ssels in 19 00; at Bu dapest m 
L9 05, and at W ashingto n, ID 
C., in 
19 10. 
The nex t meeting will be held 
.n Lo ndo n in 19 15. 
T he nu rpo se o f these m eetings was 
well ex pressed by Dr. Charles H en­ 
derso n, o f the Univ ersity o f Chicago , 
president o f the late 
co ngress 
at 
Washingto n, when he said in his in­ 
au gu ral address: 
"One mighiy and co mm anding pu r­ 
po se has called u s to gether and will 
inspire all o u r co u ncils. 
This 
pu r­ 
po se is, indeed, fo r the willfu l and 
stu bbo rn fo e o f so cial o rder, a stern 
and au stere determ inatio n to m ake 
the way o f the transgresso r hard and 
tho rny ,* so th at dread fear shall ho ld 
the wicked in check, and u nbending 
fo rce co nstrain tne lawless. 
Yet be­ 
y o nd this we lo o k to the ev angel o f 
re-edu catio n, o f refo rmatio n, o f rais­ 
ing the mo ral standard o f the race 
w here the battle with tem ptatio n is 
ho ttest and v icto ry 
o v er 
ev il the 
hardest. 
W e do , indeed, 
firmly re­ 
so lv e to make the way o f the tran s­ 
gresso r hard, bu t no t desperate; we 
desire him to trem ble befo re the m aj­ 
esty o f o u traged law, bu t no t despair 
if he is willing to accept the reaso n­ 
able y o ke o f ho nest and u sefu l labo r 
fo r the co mmo n weal.” 
Amo ng the reso lu tio ns ado pted at 
this m eeting are: 
1, 
The principle 
o f 
the indeter­ 
m inate sentence—a sentence witho u t 
minimu m o r m ax im u m limits. 
This 
was first u sed in the New Yo rk State 
Refo rm ato ry at Elmira, and his since 
been ado pted 
by o ther states. 
At 
prev io u s co ngresses the indo rsement 
o f this metho d had been s u c c e s s f u l 
o ppo sed by Eu ro pean delegates, bu 
a 
v isit 
to 
American 
institu tio ns 
where the sy stem 
is 
in o peratio n 
cau sed them to v o te fo r its ado ptio n. 
2. 
In a reso lu tio n co ncerning re­ 
fo rmato ry metho ds we find these sig­ 
nificant w o rds: 
“T hat no 
pero o n, 


whatev er his age 
o r 
past 
reco rd, 
sho u ld be assu m ed to be incapable 
o f impro v em ent.” 
3. 
They decia.ed in fav o r o f em ­ 
plo y ing all perso ns, w hether sentenc­ 
ed fo r a lo ng o r sho rt perio d, in large 
o r in small priso ns, at so m e u sefu l 
labo r, either inside o r o u tside o f the 
priso n. 
4. 
A reso lu tio n fav o ring the pay ­ 
ment to priso ners fo r their w o rk and 
tu rning o v er to the family a certain 
pro po rtio n o l the earnings—a 
prac­ 
tice no w in v o gu e in so me Eu ro pean 
co u nt ies. 
5. 
Co ncerning ju v enile delinqu ents, 
they declared ihaj 
tho se who were 
to deal with them sho u ld 
hav e the 
ability to u nderstanu and sy m pathize 
with y o u ng peo ple, and 
th at 
they 
sho u ld hav e special kno wledge o f the 
so cial and psy cho lo gical sciences. 
The m o v ement 
to ward 
priso n re­ 
fo rm is, ho wev er, 
no t 
co nfined to 
the Internatio nal 
Priso n 
Co u giess. 
The treatm ent o f crim inals is being 
stu died as nev er befo re, and interest 
in their welfare is increasing o n ev ­ 
ery side. 
T h at o nly m eans that we 
are mo v ing a step nearer to w ard him 
who "came to seek and to sav e th at 
which w as lo st.” 
Jo hn Galswo rthy o f 
Lo u do n,, a no ted 
au tno r, 
recently 
wro te: 
"Crime is a disease. 
It 
is either 
the disease o f w eakness o r the dis­ 
ease o f 
inherited 
taint. 
W e 
hav e 
fo u ght against this 
co nclu sio n 
be­ 
cau se we still harbo r the spirit o f 
rev e nge. 
Bu t 
as 
ku o wledge 
ad­ 
v ances, we shall, we mu st, accept it. 
And the so o ner we do accept it the 
less mo ney shall we waste, the less 
harm fu l and 
u nnecessary 
su ffering 
shall we inflict. 
Fo r a man with any 
sy m pathy in his co mpo sitio n it is im­ 
po ssible no t lo feel fo r tho se who , ad­ 
m inistering ju stice, earnestly desire 
to do their best, and are o ften, I am 
su re, sick at heart fro m the feeling 
that w hat they are do ing is no t the 
best. 
It rests with pu blic o pinio n in 
this co u ntry to reanim ate o u r attitu de 
to ward crim e; to shake itself free o f

T he statem en t so me- 
tim es m ade that a certain 
ty pe o f 
crim inal finds priso n rath er pleasant 
than o therwise, 1 do no t fo r a mo ­ 
ment believ e. 
If it 
were 
tru e, it, 
wo u ld be co ntrary 
to 
all th a t we 
kno w o f hu m an natu re. 
Let u s then 
take the lo ss o f liberty as o u r so le 
deterrent, and o n tho se who m we de­ 
priv e o f liberty let u s u se all the re­ 
so u rces o f a hu m anity and co mmo n 
sen^e that shall refu se to apply to 
crim inals m etho ds which 
wo u ld be 
sco u ted in the refo rm o f hu m an be­ 
ings o u tside o f priso ns. 
I am talking 
to the wind, bu t the wind go es ro u nd 
the wo rld. 
May the wind c arry these 
wo rds into a few hearts no t to o in­ 
different and no t to o 
sco rnfu l 
to 
o pen to them a co rner o f w elco m e!” 
W insto n 
Chu rchill, 
the 
British 
Ho rae Secretary , 
has recently pro ­ 
po sed a nu m ber o f refo rm s in Eng- 
lan d ’s dealings with criminals.

o f ihese refo rm s seem ex trem ely rad­ 
ical, bu t Mr. Galswo rthy declares th atj 
“these refo rm s are no t hu m anitarian i 
and o v erlenient. 
They 
are merely | 
sensible, and ten y ears hence will be . 
regarded as the A B C o f o u r s y s -: 
tem .”

Mr. Chu rchill earnestly ex ho rts his 
co u ntry m en to “a tireless effo rt to ­ 
ward the disco v ery o f so me regener­ 
ating pro cess, 
and 
an 
u nfaltering 
faith that there is a treasu re, if y o u 
co u ld o nly find it, in the h eart o f 
ev ery m an.” 
Brand W hitlo ck, may o r o f To ledo , 
Ohio , is o f the o pinio n th at a mu r­ 
derer may be created by o u r sy stem 
o f ju stice and th en 
pu nished as a 
m u rderer by the ju stice that was re­ 
spo nsible fo r his crime. 
Chief o f Po lice Ko hler, kno wn as 
Go lden Ru le Ko hler, said so me time 
ago :

We i 
hav e pu nished crim e—-perhaps. 
Bu t j 
we hav e no t prev ented crime.

alm o st as mu ch in the arrests that 
they m ake as

they 
do n’t make. 
I <'an’t 
see 
th at o u r 
who lesale arrests do any go o d. 
The 
n u m ber o f them do es no t decrease; 
it increases. 
They 
do 
no t pro du ce 
go o d. 
They 
pro du ce 
harm. 
They 
bring disgrace, hu miliatio n, su ffering 
to co u ntless inno cent perso ns in no 
way respo nsible fo r 
the 
act o f a 
tho u ghtless, careless, 
mischiev o u s— 
perhaps

malicio u s— first 
o f­ 
fender, and they brand th at first o f­ 
fender as a jail bird to be regarded 
with su spicio n fo r all time to co me.” 
Mr. Ko hler believ es 
th a t to sen­ 
tence an o ffender fo r a definite pe­ 
rio d, as is the 
well-nigh 
u niv ersal 
cu sto m, do es no i pro tect so ciety , no r 
do es it benefit 
the 
criminal. 
“As 
well m ight we sentence the lu natic 
to o ne mo nth in the asy lu m, o r the 
v ictim o f ty pho id to fifteen day s in 
the ho spital,” is the way he pu ts it. 
Co ncerning o u r priso ns, Mr. Ko hler 
say s: 
"The serio u s 
tru th, 
priso ns 
are u niv ersities in which are giv en 
po st-gradu ate co u rses in crim e.” 
To 
his mind, “Piiso n life sho u ld be o ne, 
no t o f su ffering, bu t o r preparatio n— 
preparatio n 
fo r 
liberty . 
Independ­ 
ence, co u rage, right thinking, mental 
discipline— these are the qu alities he 
will need if he is no t again to fall. 
The criminal law sho u ld no t be l'o r 
so ciety , bu t fo r the 
refo rm atio n o f 
the criminal. 
Clarify the tho u ghts o f 
the criminal, and he ceases to be a 
criminal. 
Im priso nm ent will alw ay s 
be u seless u nless it m akes a man de­ 
sire to refo rm and 
giv es 
him the 
m eans to do so .” 
This idea o f K o hler’s finds a stro ng 
adv o cate 
and 
su ppo rter 
in 
Pro f. 
Geo rge B. Fo ster, o f the Chicago Uni­ 
v ersity , who co ntends th a t the chief 
end to * be kept in v iew' in dealing w ith 
crim inals is 
"no t 
pu nishm ent 
as 
equ al and ex act retribu tio n fo r the 
transgressio n, u o r deterrence as af­ 
fecting po tential 
transgresso rs, 
bu t 
training in the bro ad 
sense o f the 
wo rd, as salv atio n and impro v ement 
o f the transgresso r. 
This, and this 
alo ne, is the great hu m an and Chrls- 
tio n change that mu st be 
m ade in 
o u r belated, if no t disgracefu l, penal 
sy stem. 
* "Sho u ld this be o u r pro gram, o u r 
penitentiaries and priso ns wo u ld be­ 
co me ho spitals, 
m o ral 
sanitariu ms, 
where the bu rden w'o u ld be lightened 
fo r u nfo rtu nates to who m the lo ad o f 
life into which they were bo rn, with­ 
o u t any cho ice o f their 
o wn, 
had 
pro v ed to o heav y .” 
Mr. J. W illiam Llo y d, 
an au tho r, 
su ggests the fo llo wing 
metho d 
in 
dealing with crim inals: 
1. 
The state, as a 
defensiv e o r­ 
ganizatio n, 
sho u ld 
pro mptly 
reim ­ 
bu rse the v ictim fo r bis lo ss o r in­ 
ju ry . 


2. 
The state sho u ld then co mpel 
the crim inal to pay , cither in mo ney , 
go o ds o r labo r, the price o f this re­ 
im bu rsem ent, to gether with all inci­ 
dental co sts. 
3. 
Then set him free with a rec­ 
o m mendatio n to the co mmu nity as a 
m an who had made fu ll amends, and 
fo r who se go o d behav io r it wo u ld it­ 
self be respo nsible, 
pro v iding 
him 
with w'o rk if no ne co u ld 
be 
fo u nd 
elsewhere. 
4. 
if the criminal sho u ld pro v e u n­ 
able to refrain fro m crime the state 
sho u ld then take entire 
charge o f 
him and place him into an asy lu m, 
u nder pro per care, as a mo ral lu natic. 
No w, ¡his agitatio u fo r priso n re­ 
fo rm is no t o ne th at begins and ends 
in m ere talk. 
So m ething is go ing to 
be do ne. 
Already so me go o d resu lts 
may 
be 
chro nicled. 
H ereto fo re in 
many places priso ners w ere hu ddled 
to gether like sheep in a co rral.

o f the chief o ffenders in th at respect 
was the penitentiary at San Qu entin.
